OME people regard life insurance 

as one of a number of things to 
which they may give attention by- 
and-by. They say: “I am thinking 
of insuring my life ;” as if there were 
many duties before them of almost 
equal moment, of which to be insured 
is possibly one.

The 
fortune would simply have been real- 
ized the sooner. To save your earn-

Wall Street.—Chief among the topics of in- 
terest was the opening of bids for the remaining 
$179,000,000 of the 5 per cent. Government loan. 
‘This was concluded on Saturday at Long Branch, 
where the President and Secretary were in con- 
sultation. There is no official announcement of 
the result as we go to press, but it is understood 
that bids for something like 10 millions have been 
accepted, while others amounting in the aggregate 
to 20 millions have been rejected in consequence 
of demands for commissions, etc. Moreover, bids 
for $15,000,000 by the Seligmans and $40,000,000 by 
Belmont and the First National Bank, making in 
all $55,000,000, mainly for foreign account, are held 
in abeyance pending negotiations which are going 
on by cable with a view to the acceptance of the 
$55,000,000. Should the Syndicate and the Treasury 
so harmonize that this bid may be accepted, then 
the whole amount taken will be something over 
$65,000,000. 

Government Bonds.—Dealers have for the 
most part so given their attention to the new loan 
that business in the old denominations has been 
comparatively slow. The market strengthened a 
a little, however, toward the close of the week.

HE Insurance Commissioner of 

one of the New England States 
relates the following incident: ‘‘ Re- 
cently, two men came into our office, 
polieies in hand, with complaints that 
they had been told that if they would 
insure in a certain company, at the 
expiration of three years, if they 
were not satisfied, they might give 
up their policies and have all they 
had paid back again, with seven per 
cent. interest added; but, on exam- 
ination, they had discovered that this 
condition was not to be found in the 
policies. We comforted them by tell- 
ing them they were about as bad as 
the person they complained of; for 
they had eagerly assented to secure 
a great good without paying a fair 
equivalent, and that next time they 
had better be honest themselves, and 
deal with men who would make con- 
sistent and truthful representations, 
although not so palatable to their 
craving propensities.”

Wall Strect.—The subject of absorbing inter- 
est has been the new Government Loan. The out. 
line of the whule transaction as now known is 
substantially as follows: that direct bids for about 
$20,000,000 were received from opplicants within the 
United States, of which $10,000,000 were accepted 
and the balance rejected, because they were made 
at par in gold less a commission, or were otherwise 
objectionable. The syndicate arrang t as fi- 
nally agreed upon with Messrs. A. Belmont & Co., 
and J. & W. Seligman & Co., together with the for- 
eign houses which they represent, and to the First 
National Bank of this city, gives to them $45,000,000 
of the new bonds direct, at par in gold less & cent 
commission, and also the option to take the 
whole balance of $124,000,000 at the same price, be- 
fore the Ist of February, 1875. 

Gevernment Bonds.—The market has mate- 
rially been unsettled by the transactions pertaining 
to the new loan. When it was ascertained that 
the syndicate bid was acc , and it was supposed 
that $55,000,000 of Five-Twenties of 1862 would be 
called in, immediately the latter bonds declined 
sharply, carrying down some of the next issues in 
sympathy.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


TONTINE POLICIES. 


F there are any defects in the 

operations of ordinary life insur- 
ance, they seem to be effectually rem- 
edied by what is called the Tontine 
system, which, while securing to the 
families of those who die early a suf- 
ficient return for the money invested, 
secures to the long-lived policy-hold- 
ers pecuniary advantages proportion- 
ate to their continued payments. The 
principle of this form of insurance is, 
thet the surplus or accumulation on 
each policy is ascertained and de- 
clared at the end of ten, fifteen, or 
twenty years, the period named by 
the insured person at the time of his 
application. The policies terminat- 
ing by death in the interval are paid, 
but without their profits, these being 
reserved to accumulate for the benefit 
of those who live and keep their in- 
surance in force to the end of the 
Tontine period. 

It has been said in regard to the 
ordinary form of life insurance: that 
large sums are received by the heirs 
of policy-holders who die early, while 
the heirs of long-lived policy-holders 
receive less in proportion to the pay- 
ments; also, that a policy can never 
be given up without a loss ; and that 
for trivial causes, persons will stop 
paying their premiums, and give up 
their policies. Now, the Tontine 
plan, as its nature shows, not only 
meets all these objections, but pro- 
vides a way by which the insured 
person may give up his insurance 
contract at a certain specified time, 
with an absolute gain; and by mak- 
ing it impossible for him to give it up 
at any other time without a loss, it 
fosters in him a habit of economy, 
and urges him to accomplish the ob- 
ject for which the life insurance was 
effected. 

This plan has been practiced now 
for several years by the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society ; but the Soci- 
ety is careful to recommend the Ton- 
tine policy to those persons only who 
have a reasonable expectation of be- 
ing able to continue their annual 
payments to the end of the term. 
For it cannot, like an ordinary pol- 
icy, be the first and easiest thing to 
be given up when the holder meets 
with pecuniary embarrassment, or is 
persuaded to use his money in a tem- 
porary speculation. Out of a large 
number of policy-holders, a greater 
number will of necessity continue to 
pay the premiums under the Tontine 
plan, than under any other plan; and 
many a bereaved family will be thank- 
ful for that bountiful provision of life 
insurance, which became their inher- 
itance because of the inflexible prin- 
ciples of the Tontine system of insur- 
ance.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


HE principle of insuring life on 
the Tontine plan is simple enough 
to be understood and appreciated by 
any one; and it is probably from this 
reason that, during each succeeding 
year since the plan was introduced by 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
it has inereased in popularity. Its 
principle may be called the principle 
of surviving ownership, for it provides 
that, after deducting losses by death, 
all the benefits resulting from the pay- 
ments made by the insured persons, 
including the accumulations of inter- 
est on their payments, shall be divid- 
ed, at a certain period, among those 
who survive and keep their policies 
in foree.

The sentiment 
of the contract is ‘‘no pains, no 
gains ;” and he who desires to enjoy 
the desirable results of a Tontine in- 
surance will naturally learn to prize 
prudence, economy, and all those 
homely virtues which are the true 
grace of manhood.

Wall Street.—Some activity, the details of 
which are noted elsewhere, has developed in the 
stock market, but other branches of business re- 
main as dull as ever. The decision in the Wis- 
consin railroad suits is still reserved. Some atten- 
tion has been drawn to a decision rendered by 
Judge Dillon at Davenport, lowa, which bears 
upon a kindred question, namely—whether the 
State can properly place a higher valuation upon 
railroad property for purposes of taxation than 
upon adjacent private property of the same actual 
value. The decision was practically favorable to 
the railroads, a temporary injunction being grant- 
ed, 80 that the case can be argued before the full 
eourt. The Bank of England has red d its dis- 
count rate per cent., and announces a gain of 
£683,000 in bullion. The Bank of France gains 
3,149,000 francs. 

U. S. Bonds.—There is no change in the Gov- 
ernment bond market. That is, there isa moderate 
home demand without marked inquiry from any 
particular quarter. Two Treasury clerks have 
been detailed to go to London and superintend 
the delivery of new bonds, their expenses, includ- 
ing salaries, being paid by the Syndicate.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


HANCELLOR KENT, in his Com- 
mentaries, says that ‘‘ Nothing 
can appear to an English or American 
lawyer more harmless than an insur- 
ance upon life, which operates kindly 
and charitably in. favor of depen- 
dent families.’ That was said in 
1828. In the succeeding years several 
life insurance and trust companies 
were established. But they found 
the trust part of the business more 
attractive than the insurance part, | viz. 
and soon retired from the field of in- 
surance. In 1836 commenced the or- 
ganization of ‘‘ mixed ” companies, in 
which the policy-holders are awarded 
some share of any divisible surplus. 
But the projectors not having suffi- 
‘ eient confidence to attempi life insur- 
ance alone, associated with it a fire 
-insurance. The prejudice of the peo- 
ple was too great to permit any large 
. success ; and all expectations of pros- 
perity were destroyed by the financial 
reverses of 1837. ; 

On the ist of February, 1843, the 
‘‘Mutual Life Insurance Company in 
New York” was organized for busi- 
-ness. The New York Insurance re- 
port of 1868 says that its ‘‘ organiza- 
‘tion (like that of the Equitable, in 
England) marks the substantial estab- 
‘lishment of modern life insurance in 
this country.” The mutual principle 
in life insurance business was then first 
put into practice. The number of life 
insurance policies existing in the 
United States at that time probably 
did not exceed twenty-five hundred. 
In 1843, the New York Life Insurance 
Company, incorporated as a marine 
and fire insurance company under an- 
other name, obtained authority from 
“the Legislature to grant insurance on 
lives; and in the same year the New 
England Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany was organized. Then followed 
the State Mutual Life Assurance Com- 
pany of Massachusetts, and the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance Company of 
New Jersey, both of which began 
“business in 1845. In that year these | ana 
five companies issued 3133 policies ; a 
small number when compared with 
the enormous transactions of the pres- 
ent day. 

In July, 1859, the ‘“‘ Equitable Life 
Assurance Society of the United 
States,” was established in New York 
City. As the organization of the Mu- 
tual Life in New York marked the} o 
substantial beginning of the business 
in this country, so, in the words of the 
New York Insurance Report of 188, 
the organization of the Equitable 
be said to mark and (istinguish 
the commencement of the recent as- 
tounding progress in}the business of. 
life insurance.” *An act had been 
‘passed by the Legislature of the State 
of New York, in 1853, requiring all life 
companies incorporated in the State 
after its passage to have a subscribed 
capital of at least one hundred thou- |: 
sand dollars safely invested before 
‘beginning business. The Equitable 
Life Assurance Society was the first 
company organized under the Act 
which had then been six years in 
force. Thus, a new principle was 
practically applied for the first time 
in life insurance, for this new compa- 
ny was technically a mixed one, but 
only so in this respect—that the sub 
scribers to the capital were to receive 
the legal interest of seven per cent. 
earned by-their own money and to 
elect the managers ; while the policy- 
holders were to receive, in equitable 
shares, all the divisible surplus. The! 
success Of this Society is already well 
known. It has issued in a single year, 
more than thirteen thousand policies 
of life insurance I

LIFE INSURANCE IN 
MAINE. 
HE State of Maine has but one 
life insurance company. It con- 
fers credit upon the State of its na- 
tivity, but one of the chief draw- 
backs to its prosperity, and to the 
prosperity of companies from other 
States doing business there, is the 
State law, by which the premium re- 
ceipts of companies are heavily tax- 
ed, and which, under the operation of 
the “reciprocity” laws of other 
States, compels every company to pay 
the same tribute wherever it trans- 
acts business. 

Maine has an insurance department 
and supervises 32 life insurance com- 
panies of other States doing business 
within its boundaries. 
panies issued in that State last year, 
3,773 policies, insuring $5,192,367. 
They received in premiums $1,079,491, 
and paid claims to the amount of 
$305,966. There were in force in 
Maine at the close of last year, 16,- 
787 life policies, insuring $29,205,257.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


DRY GOODS. 


HERE are some advantages in a 

life insurance on the Tontine 
system over one effected on the ordi- 
nary plan which are worth noting. 
in the ordinary form of insurance the 
usual method is to return to each 
policy-holder the surplus or dividend 
at the end of the first and of every 
subseauent year. This method is 
simple and gratifying to the policy- 
holder, but the burden of maintain- 
ing it necessarily falls upon those

The sys- 
tem in this manner combines the ad- 
vantages of an endowment insurance 
with a life insuranee. Moreover, the 
eash fund which has accumulated at 
the termination of the Tontine period 
may be taken by the policy-holder, 
or may be applied by him to the pur- 
chase of a life annuity, or may be 
converted into any other form of pol- 
icy issued by the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society, the company which 
first put this system in practice. 

It is also to be noted that when the 
end of the Tontine period is reached, 
if the policy-holder does not wish to 
continue the payment of premiums, 
and yet wishes to keep an insurance 
upon his life, he has the option of 
converting the value of the old policy 
into a new life policy for a fixed 
amount, on which all the premiums 
will be acknowledged as paid ; or, if 
an endowment policy, into another 
payable at the maturity of the orig- 
inal insurance. From whatever point 
the Tontine system, as practiced by 
the Equitable Society, is examined, 
it appears that in no way are the sub- 
stantial advantages of life insurance 
more manifest than in its provisions.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


RIVERBEAD, L. I., Oct. 1, 1874. 

R: Here is another instance of 

the benefits of life insurance, so 
marked that perhaps the publication 
of it may lead some other man to in- 
sure at once and cause some other 
widow to bless life insurance and its 
agents.

The appli- 
cation was aecepted by the Society, 
the policy was issued, and when I de- 
livered it to him he seemed to show a 
feeling of pleasure and of relief that 
his family were now provided for. 

The seeond quarterly premium, due 
August 4th, was paid by his son, who 
told me that his father was then quite 
sick. To-day he is in his grave, and 
the policy is to the family a ‘‘ friend 
in need.”

LIFE INSURANCE. 


HE recent convention of Insur- 

ance Companies at Detroit has 
put on record the opinion that to tax 
the premium receipts of life insurance 
companies is wrong in principle. No 
truth is more self-evident, and if this 
official opinion can be converted into 
a law in every State, the Commission- 
ers will not have deliberated in vain. 
Nothing is causing more injury to life 
insurance than the numerous tax laws 
which are now in force in the various 
States of the Union. Wherever—in 
the East, South, or West—a man 
gets his life insured, in steps a tax- 
collector and demands of the insur- 
ance company a large percentage of 
the premium. The collector might, 
with as much propriety, step into a 
railroad train standing for a moment 
at the village depot and demand from 
each passenger a tax on the amount 
he has paid for his through ticket ; 
for although the tax is at first paid 
by the insurance company, it is at 
last paid by the maninsured. It forms 
a part of the cost of his insurance. It 
may not be added to his premium, 
but it must be deducted from his div- 
idend; and when he is dissatisfied 
with the amount of the dividend, let 
him remember that his representa- 
tive in the State Legislature has 
worked directly against the interests 
of all his constituents, whenever he 
has voted for the passage of those op- 
pressive tax laws. 

If there is any business in the world 
which ought to be free from all pub- 
lic taxes, it is the business of life in- 
surance, Yet this is the business 
which is more heavily taxed than all 
others. Every State or town, in tax- 
ing a premium paid by its citizens to 
the life insurance companies of other 
States sets up, in theory, a prohibit- 
ory tariff intended to shut out from 
the reach of its citizens those benefits 
of life insurance which are offered to 
them on the most advantageous terms 
by the large and wealthy companies 


ought to be impartial and which 
ought to induce all citizens to exer- 
cise prudence and economy in pro- 
tecting themselves from losses and 
their families from poverty. 

Anyone can see that there is no 
equity or justice in this system of 
taxing life insurance premiums. It 
makes the cost of a policy the basis 
of a tax, while on aljl other property 
an assumed ora market value is the 
acknowled basis. If life insurance is 
to be made cheaper, this system must 
be overthrown; and the sooner the 
better.

Thus, men living in Maine, Connecti- 
eut, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Illinois, and on all the way to 
California, are compelled by their 
own domestic laws to pay taxes on 
property held by men in the State of | ™ 
New York—to pay taxes on premi-| {i 
ums which they have sent to New 
York City to secure a policy of life 
insurance for themselves! They might, 
with as much reason and justice, be 
taxed for debts which they have paid 
to persons living in China. 

But there is another feature of this 
system. The premiums paid on dif- 
ferent classes and different forms of 
life insurance vary from $20 to $100 
per $1,000, according to the age of the 
insured and the form of the policy. 
But a policy of $1,000 may never be} neci 
worth more to the insured than 
$1,000 ; and its value as property is 
as large to the holder where it costs 
but $20 as where it costs $60 or $100. 
By the present system of taxing pre- 
miums, the man who is so unfortu- 
nate as to have lived to middle age, 
so that it costs him three or four 
times as much to be insured as it 
costs his younger neighbor, pays a 
tax on this misfortune to his own 
community! If it costs a certain 
man but twenty dollars to insure one 
thousand dollars on his life in the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
and it costs his neighbor one hundred 
dollars to insure the same amount, 
and the rate of taxes is three per 
cent., the former pays a tax of only 
sixty cents to his own town or State, 
while the other pays three dollars on 
the same property. This is required 
by the acts of a legislature, which

LIFE INSURANCE. 


HOW LIFE INSURANCE 
PAYS. 


Gentlemen : 

Two years ago we ef- 
fected an insurance upon the life of a 
clergyman in the eastern part of this 
State for five thousand dollars. He 
was in good health, settled over a 
prosperous people, and had every 
prospect of a long life. When taking 
the policy, he made the remark that 
insurance was a very good invest- 
ment, whether he lived or not, as the 
feeling of security was of itself worth 
a gredt deal.

LIFE INSURANCE. 


S life insurance is a necessity to 
4+ every man, it is the height of 
folly to put it off ; to intend to insure, 
but to defer the action until to-mor- 
row, or until the next month, or to 
any other time which may be thought 
to be more convenient than the pres- 
ent. How often have men waited for 
that convenient season which never 
came! How often have they in wait- 
ing lost the opportunity of insuring 
their lives because, in the interval, 
they had lost their health, and were 
no longer insurable! There is no 
doubt that the only proper time to 
insure your life is now—while the 
sun shines, 

What do you gain by waiting—by 
that fatal waiting which has often de- 
stroyed what would have been the 
fortune of a bereaved family? ‘If I 
wait a little longer,” you say, ‘‘the 
premium will not increase. Hf I wait 
awhile the insurance will not cost any 
more than it does now.” Such reas- 
oning is only a blind confidence in the 


‘continuance of your life; a repug- 


nance at parting with your money ; 
an indolent disposition to put off 
every preparation for the long jour- 
ney until the last bell tolls. Are these 
the proper motives for deferring a 
duty which ought to be done now— 
while the sun shines ? 

A man’s confidence in the continu- 
ance of his own life and fortune is 
most extraordinary. He is so sure 
that nothing will happen to turn back 
the current of prosperity on which he 
is floating to-day, that he is ever 
ready to say: ‘‘Let me wait! Let 
me wait awhile !” 

Then he justifies his waiting by 
selfishness. He says to himselé: ‘I 
know I must take this provision for 
iy family which is offered by life in- 
surance ; but it will be just as well to 
insure ny life by-and-by, when I can 
make a cireumstance of it. I don't 
think anything will happen to me in 
the meantime ; and, after all, it won't 
cost any more to be insured next 
month than it will cost to-day ; so I 
shall save a little something in my 
poeket if I wait !” 

Thus a man actually puts off a life 
imsurance which he wauts, for the 
purpose of saving a small sum of 
money by prolonging the dates of 
payingit. The logical consequence of 
such an action is to postpone the in- 
surance forever; then all the money 
required for the premium will be re- 
tained in his pocket instead of a trifle 
only. 

Now a policy of life insurance is in- 
tended to cover a certain definite and 
eontinuous risk, in which there is no 
interval. To be insured is to recog- 
nize the existence of this risk. To 
put off the insurance in order to 
make a small saving, or for any other 
reason, is to assume the risk yourself 
in consideration of the money which 
you expect to gain by the delay. 
You know that you need to be insur- 
ed for the whole time of your life: 
but for that particular portion of 
your life which may intervene be- 


tween to-day and that day to which 


you would postpone the insurance, 
you will take the chances, as if you 


knew that you were to live for many 


years! 


There is a great tendency with all 
of us to make this delay perpetual. 
We are apt to think that any time 
will do for life insurance... Thus any 
time becomes no time. Some men 
who once intended to have their lives 
insured in the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society -have postponed their 
intention too long. Disease has 
found them uninsured and uninsur- 
able, and their families in a needy or 
destitute condition. The obvious 
conclusion which every candid man 
will come to, after a reflection on this 
subject, is that there is only one 
proper time for the business of life 
insurance, and that time is now— 
while the sun shines !

If 
when sickness threatens he must 
look forward to leaving his wife and 
children to fight the wolf from the 
door, the. wolf’s baying adds to the 
anguish of the hour, and the conse- 
quent anxiety and distress of mind 
counteract the best efforts of the 


physician. Life Insurance gives ex- 


emption from this burden in the 
hours of sickness. 

Third :—By his marriage the hus- 
band and father assumes the support 
of his wife and children. He is not 
absolved from this obligation by 
death. It is a prime duty to make 
what provision he can for them when 
death deprives them of him, their 
natural protector and supporter. 
The life assurance society enables 
him to do this, and to do it at little 
present cost. There is no man who 
cannot lay up enough to pay at least 
a small annual premium for his pol- 
icy. He that does so has already 
secured those who are dependent on 
him from the anguish which destitu- 
tion adds to bereavement. 

Those that are poorest, and think 
themselves least able to do this are 
those who can least afford not to do 


_it. The rich man may insure himeelf 
if he will; 


for the poor man there is 
no provision practicable, but that 
which is furnished by life insurance 
which provides against the conse- 
quences of inevitable death at the 
most unexpected time and perhaps 
under the most distressing cireum- 
stances! The yearly amounts paid 
to widows and orphans by‘such insti- 
tutions as the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society show that a life insur- 
ance policy is the only reliable means 
by which a bereaved family may be 
preserved from temporal ruin.

ONSIDER how sweet is the tone 

of the Word of God.

fields, every drop being a bounty—to 
take this and tear it into texts, andram it 
into your guns, and fire them into Cal- 
vinists, high or low, or into Unitarians 
and Universalists; or to make every text 
a sword or spear or arrow with which to 
attack those who chance to differ from 
you—how it is to discredit the Bible, and 
to set aside every proper use for which it 
was created! And yet there be multitudes 
who think they know a great deal about 
the Bible because they have chewed it 
into peliets, and made heaps of them, so 
as to be ready at any time to get at their 
opponents on any doctrine, any experi- 
ence, or any ethical quesiion, The Bible 
has been cut up into weapous of war; 
aad men think they are usiug the Bible 
properly when they are using these. So 
it has come to pass that under the do- 
minion of theologues for whole ages the 
only use of the Bible has been to find 
missiles; whole ages have passed away 
without nutrition from this source. The 
church would have swamped and gone 
down if it had not been for the poor 
widows; if it had not been for Bible 
readers who read from the heart; if it 
had not been for the suffering aud needy 
who cried, ** O God! comfort me in mine 
affliction and in my poverty.” It has 
been sinners that bave saved the church. 
Souls that have felt weighed down to- 
ward perdition, and have stretched out 
imploring hands to God, using the Bible, 
have kept that book in practical power, 
while theologues were weaving systems 
“out of it, and pulling it asunder, and 
making it pugnacious. It has been pre- 
served in being used by the great heart 
of humanity that needed it for food, and 
for medicine, balm, cordial, to assuage 
sorrow and grief. When you tell me
